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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-9 are 
allowed since certain key features of the claimed invention are not taught or fairly suggested by 
prior art. In claims 1 and 4, " a pre-charge driver sequentially generating a plurality of pre- 
charging signals output to the storage electrodes, driving the pre-charging signals to vary 
periodically, and controlling variations in voltage levels of the pre-charging signals to occur 
before the scan signals are applied to the scan lines ". The closest prior art Vallancourt 
(6,020,769) teaches a pre-charge circuit is combined a sample and hold circuit to avoid the 
output droop due to the increased leakage of low threshold devices ... the pre-charge circuit 
includes an output voltage boost capacitor which charged before the old cycle of the sampling 
circuit, Washio et al. (7,042,431) teaches a pre-charge potential or a signal potential is applied to 
each polarity for AC driving liquid crystal at least once each, so as to maintain fluctuations in 
pixel potential between the positive polarity side and the negative polarity side, however, 
singularly or in combination with other prior art, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious.
